T E 3 the Anger, the Wrath, the 


Severity, the Indignation, the Puniſhment, 
the Vengeance of Almighty God, heinou al 
offended, are the Subject of a Ar deplorab 
and diſmal Tragedy our Eyes have beheld, and our 
Ears have heard, in that Divine Juſtice, which has 
viſited us between the 26th and 27th of November 
laſt. The very Elements, tho inſenſible, can no 
longer bear with ſo much Wickedneſs and Cor- 
ruption, ſo much Vice and Abomination, as appears 
upon Earth. God provok d; the Angels, and all 
the Bleſs'd, in grief; the Heavens chi in .diſmal 
Mourning ; i Nature inſenſible 7 Stones clattering 
one

one againſt another; its Vegetative part in Trees 
trembling and falling; the Senſitive in Birds ſigh- 
ing; the irrational in Brute Beaſts groaning, and 
howling in their Dens through fear and dread ; and 
the rational in Men inſenſible, rebellious, hardned, 
obſtinate, eaſie and pleas'd, plungꝰd in the deep Le- 
thargy of Vice and Sin, without the leaſt token of 
Converſion and Repentance, obliging the Divine 
Juſtice to come upon the Inhabitants of the Earth 
like a Torrent, and to ſurprize Sinners Metamor- 
phos'd into all forts of Creatures. There, God's 
rigour and juſt Vengeance finds Men become Stones, 
there, Men converted into Thorns, there, Men tranſ- 
form'd into Birds of Prey, there, Men turn'd into 
Stocks, there, Men chang'd into Brute Beaſts. 
David, than whom none more watchful in obſer- 
ving God's Goodneſs and Mercy, or more ſenſible 
of his Anger and Severity, expreſſes it with great 
Fervour and Spirit in the Words of our Text: 
Whither ſhall I go from thy ſpirit ? Or mwhither ſball 
I flee from thy preſence ? Pſal. 139. Alas, unrepent- 
ing Sinner! How can you be ſo careleſs of your 
SonPs: Salvation? How fo forgetful of the Mercies 
and Favours you have receiv*d from God? How 
comes it your Underſtanding is fo dull, that you 
make no Reflexion on Divine Puniſhments ? How 

is t your Senſes are fo lull'd aſleep, that you do not 

think on the day and hour of the Lord? Why doſt 
thou not ſtill watch, that thou may'ſt not be ſur- 
prizèd by the Wrath and Indignation of thy Creator? 
Wretched Creature, M hither wilt thou go from his 
ſpirit? and whither wilt thou flee from his preſence * 
that his powerful hand may not reach thee, Ny 8

his Omnipotent Arm may not ſeize thee, Awake 

then, Sinner, and open thy Eyes to ſee by Experience, 
the diſmal Effects caus d by thy Crimes, thy De- 
lights, thy Pleaſures, thy Paſtimes, provoking the 
Patience of our Lord and God to ſuch a degree, 
that it grieves him to the heart to ſee thee ſo deſ- 

perately loſt. And God ſaw that the wickedneſs of man 
was oreat in the earth, and that every imagination of 
the thoughts of his heart was only evil continually. And 
it repented the Lord that he had made man onearth, and 


- if grievꝰd him at his heart, Gen, 6. 5. 6. O, human 


Ingratitude! To oblige the immenſe Love and 
Goodneſs of God to repent of having Created, and 
given us a Being; cauſing in him ſo great a Sorrow 

that it pierced his Heart to ſee us ſo Deaf and Blind, 
nay fo raſh and daring, in deſpiſing his Scourges, 
which we ſee with our Eyes,and hear with our Ears: 
Go unto this people, ſays the Lord, Hearing ye ſhall 
hear, and ſball not underſtand ; and ſeeing-ye. ſhall ſee, 

and not perceive, Act. 28. 26. What greater blind- 
neſs than to ſee the Wrath of God paſs by our Doors, 
enter our very Houſes, and cry onthe Topsof them, 
and yet not to ſee, through our hardneſs of Heart, 
and rebellious Obſtinacy; to hear its Noiſe and 
Earthquakes, and yet not to hear them through the 
perverſeneſs of our depravd Will: Men ſeeing ma- 
zy things but obſerve not; opening their ears bat hear 
not, Iſa. 42. 20. O, the juſt Judgment of Almighty 
God! that ſeeing we ſhall not ſee, and hearing we 
ſhall not underſtand; for the greater Confuſion and 
Condemnation of Sinners: That ſeeing they may ſee 
and not 3 and hearing they may hear and not an- 
derſtand; left at any time they ſpould be converted, and

theis fous ſbauld be forgiven them, St. Mar. 4. 12. 
If Lap 8 be infallible, as he is that pro- 
nounces it, Whither (ball we go from his ſpirit ? and 
whither ſball we flee from his preſence? f? 
However,tell me, How many have beenBuried in the 
Ruins ? How many Sunk and Drowned in the Sea ? 
How many are ſtill bewailing the loſs oftheir Wealth? 
How many frighted and aſtoniſh'd at ſuch impend- 
ing Danger, in which they ſaw their Lives were 
many days beſides themſelves before they were right- 
ly reſtor'd to their Senſes? And perhaps, all theſe, 
or the greateſt part were innocent. But what ſe- 
curity had we for our Lives, or that the rigour of 
Divine Joftice ſhould not lay hold of us as well as 
the: reſt? Let us then obſerve, and take notice, 
That it is only the immenſe Goodneſs, and infinite 
Mercy of our Lord and God, which has exempted 
us from this Scourge, that ſo we may be Converted. 
and do Penance of our Sins, and: Repent of our 
Crimes; and that we may be ſenſible that he ſeeks 
not the Death of a Sinner, butthat he beconverted, 
and live. And if ſo much Love, ſo much Good- 
neſs, ſo mach Compaſſioa and Mercy, is not ſuffi- 
cient to convert us, Whither ſhall we go from his 
_ ſpirit? and mhither ſhall we 15 from his preſence? 
And i the righteous ſcarcely ſball be ſav'd, Where ſhall the 
ungoaly and ſinner appear > x Pet. 4. 18. A noiſe ſhall 
come even to the ends of the earth: for the Lord has 
4 controverſie with the nations: he will plead with all 
. fleſp; he will giue them. that are wicked to the ſword, ſaith 
the Lord, Jerem. 25.. 31. But the wicked ſhall be cat 
off. from the earth, and the tranſgreſſors ſhall be rooted 
oat of it, Prov, 2. 22. His remembrance ſball periſh:

from the earth, and he ſhall have no name in the Artes. 
Hie ſball be driven from light into darkneſs, and chaſed 
out of the world, Job 18. 17, 18. If the Almighty - 
God holds the Sword of his Divine Jon of his 
Rigour and Vengeance in his powerful Hand, Who is 
he that boldeſt of Sinners that will approach to take it 
from him? If he has the Key of the Abyſs at his Girdle, 
who will be ſo inſolent to attempt to ſteal it away 
from him? Certainly none. And if this be impoſſible, 
Whitherſþ all we go from his Spirit? or, Whither ſhall 
we flee from his Preſence? O the Patience and Forbear- 
ance, of an offended Lord and God! For the ſame Day 
the Wrath and Vengeance of Heaven fell upon us, that 
ſame Day in the Play- Houſe, that Houſe of Diverſi- 
on, of Pleaſure and- Paſtime, there was Scoffing at 
the Scourge, the Vengeance of God, by repreſentin 
on the Theater of Iniquity, the fall of Houſes an 
Chimneys, and breaking of Legs and Arms, whereas 
the Calamities, and Sorrows of that Day were more 
pon cauſe Weeping, and Penance in Sackcloth, 
aſting, and Aſhes, than Laughing, and Scoffing at- 
God himſelf. Hence with much Reaſon, ſome call 
it, The Church of the Devil; others, A Chapel of 
Thieves; and I call it, Am Aſſembly and Conventicle of 
Atheiſts, of Lyars, and Decervers, fall of Iniquity and 
Vanity; ſince all they do, ſay, and act, is Falſhood, 
Lying and Deceit, as having nothng in it but a coun- 
terfeit Reſemblance of Truth. How well David ex- 
preſſes it, ſpeaking of ſuch a ſort of People, where 
he ſays; For there is no faithfulneſs in their Month, 
their inward part is very Wickedneſs ; their Throgt is 
| an open Sepulcher, they flatter with their Tongue, Pſal. 
5. v. 9. And the Prophet T/atah," Your Fingers: are 5

Pd with Iniquities, your Lips have ſpoken Lies, year 
Tenge bath — Perverſeneſs. They truſt in V ani. 
ty ; and ſpeak Lies; They conceive 2 and bring 
Forth Iniquity. Their Thoaghts are Thoughts of Iniqui- 
ty, waſting, and deſtruction are in their Paths, Iſa. 59. 
MN. 4 And Jeſus Chriſt by the Mouth of St. 
Matthew, For ye are like unto whited Sepulchers, which 
indeed appear beautiful outward, but are within full of 
Dead. men's Bones, and of all Uncleanneſs : Te Serpents, 
ye Generation of Vipers, how can ye eſcape the Damnati- 
on of Hell? Matth. 23. 27, 33. O yeſtif-neck*d Race, 
and preſumptuous againſt your Lord and God, 
- Whither will you go from his Spirit? and whither will ye 
"flee from bis preſence? 8 ö 3 
EKncw then that God is better acknowledg'd 
by Infidels, and Barbarians, who adore falſe 
Gods; than by Sinners who profeſs his Holy Law. 
Pharaoh and all his People were ſmitten with 
the third Plague, which was of Lice, which his 
Wiſe- men could not perform. And the Magici- 
ans did ſo with their Enchantments to bring Forth 
| Lice, but they could; ſo there were Lice upon Man, and 
{ho Beaſt. Then the Magicians ſaid unto Pharaoh, 
This is the Finger of God: and Pharaoh's Heart was 
hardned, aud 2 hear kned not unto them; as the Lord 
- had. [aid, Exod. 8. 18, 19. What means this my 
 -God? The Idolaters and Enchanters acknowledge 
the Scourges of one Finger of thy powerful Hand,

ſtinacy, are ſo far from acknowledging, that they de- 
ſpiſe them. Tell me now, . wretched Sinners, Have

reducꝰ'd to Aſhes in all parts of the World? We have. 
Have you bcheld God's Wrath with your own Eyes? 
Tt is evident. Have you heard what Havock and 
Deſtruction it has made? Moſt certainly. Then aſ- 
ſire your ſelves, all this is only the Scourge of one 
Finger of the Hand of God. This is the Finger of 
God. And if this caule ſo much Terrour, Fear, . 
Dread, and Trembling, what would become of 
Sinners, ſhould God diſcharge on us the weight of 
the Wrath of his Fingers, and the Cup of Venge- - 
ance and Indignation of his powerful Hand? Hh. 
ther then ſhall we go from his Spirit? and, Whither 
fball.we flee from his Preſence, &c. How many To- 
kens of the Divine Wrath have we-ſeen in the Hea-. 
vens, in the Elements, and on the Earth? And ſtill 
our Heart is hardned. How many die impenitent, 
and deſperate? And ſtill our Heart is hardned. How - 
many end their Days miſerably 2 And ſtill our Heart 
is hardned. How many executed for their Crimes? 
And ſtill our Heart is uardned. How - many Affficti- 
ons, 224d Diſaſters, are we daily fenſible of? And ſtiſt 
our Heart is hardned. How many Mercies has Gk 
beſtowed on us? ( nothing can be carried higher) 
And ſtill our Heart is hardned. Theſe Miferies that 
attend us; theſe Misfortunes that befal us; theſe - 
Troubles that afflict us, are the Fribute due to Guilt ; . 
they are the Effects of Sin; they are the Wages of 
our Slavery, and the Salary the Devil pays us, be- 
cauſe we live void of Fear of the Judgments, and 
ſeverity of Divine Juſtice, which is ſo Dreadful, ſo 
Horrible and fo Frightful, that it made Holy Job. 
tremble, tho? he had fo little to anſwer for, that 
God limfelf. glory*d in having him for his Servant, 
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and the Holy Goſt aſſures us, that he did not Sin 
in all he ſaid under his Afflictions and Calamities, 
and that God did not puniſh him with them for any 
Sins of his, but only ſetting him before us for a 
pattern of Patience and Virtue. And he himſelf 
aid his Conſcience did not accuſe him, and yet he 

had ſuch Dread of God's juſt Judgment, and Ri- 

our, that, amaz?d at the Severity of Divine Juſtice, 
he ſaid, ſpeaking to God himſelf, O that thou woulaſt 
hide me in the Grave ! That thou wouldſt keep me Secret, 
untill thy Wrath be paſt, that thou wouldſt appoint me 4 
ſet time and remember me, Job 14. 13. And if weare 
not ſo .juſt, ſo perfect, and fo patient as Job, but 
void of all Good and Holy Works, without any 
Signs of Penance, and Repentance, remote from 
Heaven, and in the Neighbourhood of Hell, Whi- 
ther ſhall we go from his Spirit? and whither ſhall 1 
from his Preſence ? & c. O wretched Creatures. that 
we are, let us attentively give Ear to the Prophet 
Hoſea, repreſenting Almighty God to us, not only 
like an Angry. Armed. Man, but like a fierce Wild 
Beaſt, and therefore ſpeaking in the Perſon of God 
he ſays, I will meet them as 4 Bear that is bereaxꝰd of 
Her 7; helps, and I will rent the Caul of their Heart, and 
there will I devour them like 4 Lion, Hoſea 13. 6. No 
Creature is naturally more fierce than the Lion, or 
than the Bear when ſhe has loſt her Whelps, which 
furiouſly falls upon the fixſt ſhe meets.

far off; and when we deaſt think of it, the Thun- 
der, the Lightning, and the Thunderbolts come 
upon us with ſo terrible noiſe, and ſuch fury, that 
they ſeem to rend the Skies, and overturn. the 
frame of the World, and in one and the ſame mo- 
ment of time, the Thunder, Lightning, and Thun- 
derbolt, do ſo terrific and aſtoniſh us, that you ſhall 
hear nothing but Cries, Lamentations, Sighs, Weep- 
ing, and Groans; all Men in a Conſternation, 
lip their Hands and Voices up to Heaven, beg-
